Falmouth, April 28.—The British steam- 
er Sagami, from New York April !2 for 
Rotterdam, arrived here today and land- 
ed the crew of the British tank steamer 
Lucifer, boung from New York for Dub- 
lin, which was abandoned in latitude 
40.19 north and longitude 60 west, and 
later foundered. 

The sufferings of the crew of the Lu- 
cifer and the 
were greatly increased by the boisterous 
weather. During a week of waiting, be- 
for they were taken off, heavy seas con-

stantly washed the vessel's decks. 5ig- 
nals of distress were hoisted in the day- 
time and rockets and flares were burnt at 
night. The crew was amazed that two 
steamers which were sighted-ONne of 
them within a mile of the Lucifer—pro- 
ceeded without attempting to render as- 
sistance, for it seemed impossible that 
they did not see the signals. 

The- oil pumped out of the Lucifer some- 
what moderated the fury of the seas, but 
even after the Sagami wag sighted the 
fale continued. The rescue was effected 
with considerable difficulty and danger 
and occupied about five hours. The men 
lost all their belongings. They were taken 
off just in time, for an hour later the 
Lucifer foundered. 

The stores of the Sagami were greatly 
taxed by the additional men, and they 
were placed on short rations. The cap- 
tain of the Sagami, it is alleged, request- 
ed the Holland-America liner Pott®dam 
to take the rescued men aboard, but she 
declined to do so, as she already had her 
full complement of passengers. 

The rescued sailors are full of grati- 


tude to the captain of the Sagami, and ! 


declare that only those who saw the 
heavy seas running can realize what 
risks he ran in launching a beat to go 
to their assistance. The men never had 
their clothes off and scarcely slept during 
the whole week. When they had a little 
leisure they played cards on decks in 
order to keep up their spirits.

Pole, 


New York, April 28.—Lack of money— 
about. $60,000—to finance the expedition, 
may mean the abandonment of tne dash 
to the north pole which Commander Rob. 
ert E. Peary has planned for thig sum- 
mer, 

“This {is a@ work which I must do—a 
work, a great work—for which I Wag in- 
tended,” said Commander Peary today, 
and he added: “The money wil] 
somehow TI fell certain of that. But if 
I was only assureqd now. what a relief 
it would be, and how I could concentrate 
all my energies on the the 
expedition. 

“Remember, we were but 174 nauti- 
cal miles from the goal on our last trip. 
It would be a pity indeed if we could not 
try again.” 

Peary wants to start from New York 
the latter part of June. His ship, the 
Roosevelt, which proved her worth on 
the last expedition, is now being prepared 
for the next attack on the northern ice 
fields. The Peary Arctic Club has issued 
an appeal for contributions from the peo- 
ple of the United States so that a total 
of $100,000 may be raised. 

The appropriateness and feasibility of 
permitting the public schoo] children of 
the country to take part in the movement 
has been suggested to Peary. It met 
with his unfeigned delight and approval, 
but he ig doubt as to how such an all- 
inckhusive program could be carried out. 

Peary said that if conditions are fa- 
vorable the objects of the expedition 
might be accomplished in one season. 
But he might remain north as long as 
three years. He was preparing, he said, 
for a long and stern battle.

Cuba Will Have Trouble in 
| Raising Standing Army 


LIBERALS DERIDE SCHEME

To Raise Standing Army of 12,000 
Men for Caba—It Is Said That 
2.000 Men Fit for Soldiers 
Can’t Be Recruited in 
the Island. 


Havana, Cuba, April 28.—The plan of a 
Cuban. standing army of 12,000 men, as 
the general staff of the 
American army, fs most attractive to 
that element of the Cuban people which

tion of patronage, and while the stand- 
|ing army scheme evidently has been 
| framed to meet their objections, the ap- 
| parent impossibility of this accomplish- 
ment has caused it to be received with 
something very like derjsion. 
Governor Magoon’s Views. 
Governor Magoon, who has not yet 
been advised of any intention of the war 
department to adapt the elaborate pro- 
gram of the genera] staff, does not be- 
lieve it possible to recruit in the island 
of Cuba 12,000 soldiers, who shall come 
up to the standard of the United States 
army. This view is fully shareq by 
Cubans experienced in military affairs, 
who point out that the United States 
today has such difficulty in securing 
recruits for its relatively small establish- 
ment of 60,000 men that it cannot keep 
the ranks of the army of pacification 
even reasonably full. How then, they 
say, can Cuba be expected to raise a 
force of 12,000 men, which, in propor- 
tion to population would be equivalent 
to more than half a million soldiers in 
the United States? Where it is asked 
are to be found the officers to command 
this force? 
Plenty of Colenels. 

While it is true that Cuba is richer tn 
colonels than Kentucky, and rivals Haiti 
in the matter of generals, few of these 
warriors have any knowledge of military 
tactics other than those of the bush. ‘I'o 
insure a supply of trained officers, 9 
military academy is indispensable, they 
say. This is In line with a recent propo- 
sition, strongly urged upon Governor 
Magoon by General Estenoz, a prominent 
liberal, that at least two school ships 
be established to form the nucleus of a 
Cuban Annapolis. 

Still more serious objections to the 
scheme are that it at once imposes on 
the republic the double Durden of a huge 
military establishment, which will ab- 
sorb at least one-third of the revenues 
and diminution of the already thin ranks 
of labor by just so many men as are 
called on to bear arms.

It is estimated 
that the production of sugar in- this 
country in 1906 was 1,304,0C@),000 
pounds, which exceeds by 14,000,000 
pounds the figures of the former high 

record year, (905. 

Home production now supplies a lit- 
tle over one-fifth of the sugar con- 
sumed in this country, and our island 
possessions—corto Rico, Hawaii and

The Crippled Battalion. 

There should be no lack of assist- 
ance forthcoming to enable the “Crip- 
pled Battalion” to carry out its inten- 
tion of attending in a body the great 
reunion of Confederate Veterans soon 
to be held in Richmond.

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Southerners and the Civil Service. 

The announcement that Hon. John 
Mcliihenny, a member of the civil) 
service commission, is soon to under- 
tyke a-tour of fhe south in the inter- 
est of civil service reform tas led 
The New -York Sun tp moralize on 
why so few southern white people are 
qualifying for service under the gov- 
ernment. 

The disinclination of the southern 
whites to take this test, is the reason 
underlying the proposed tour. Mr. 
Mcilhenney is sure that his brethren 
in the south misunderstand the situa- 
tion. He will/see what can be done 
to stimulate interest. 

The New York Sun casts ne as- 
persions upon the “diploma” awarded 
ty the civi] service commission, .but 
very accunately and keenly exposes 
the reasons for southern indifference 
to the $660, $900 and $1,200 jobs un- 
der the government. Even the pleth- 
oric $1,800 government jobs fail to ex- 
cite envy or attract southern appli- 
cants. The Sun says: 

There are many satisfactory, indeed un- 
answerable explanations, but two wil} 
suffice. In the first place, the south is 
prospering and developing beyond any- 
thing in the nature of temperate de- 
Scription. There is work for men of 
brains and courage and capacity, work 
which offers high reward, independence, 
promotion, self-respect. A desk in one of 
the executive departments at Washing- 
ton hy commend , itself to’ mental ang 
phy. cal mediocrity, but for the strong, 
the aynbitious and the highly competent 
it represents little more than monotonous 
and demoralizing drudgery, the decad- 
ence of opportunity and hope. Here and 
there some indjvidual of special and pe- 
culiar force has found his way out of 
the disheartening quicksands. George B. 
Cortelyou. is a cabinet officer with a 
magnificent future awaiting him. But 
for ninety-nine out of every hundred 
the three legged stool on which the 
alumni of. civil service reform eventu- 
ally perch represents the ultimate altt- 
tude of man. 


Mr. Mcllhenney will be welcomed 
to Georgia, dnd any further light he 
cap throw upon the situation to show 
that we are neglecting our opportunt- 
ties will find ready listeners. 

But he will find here, as elsewhere 
in the south, that the real trouble is, 
in the fact that the negroes are edging 
out the wifites in civil service pesi- 
tions. The whites have been indiffer- 
ent to these examinations heretofore, 
and the negro schools have especially 
trained their students for civil service 
examinations. As the negroes in- 
creased in numbers in these positions, 
the places became less desirable to 
the whites—until now there is scarce- 
iv a postoffice of a city in fhe south 
that is not overrun by negroes—just 
as is the case with the railway mail 
scrvice. 

Therein is to be found the main 
rcason why the whites are sidestep- 
ping the civil service examinations.

Health on the Isthmus. 


The health situation on the isthmus, 
according to the report of the chief 
sanitary officer, is cause for congrat- 
ulations. 

The sanitary precautions which 
heve been put into effect are being 
very diligently carried out by Colonel 
Gasgas, and the beneficial effect in the 
improved health rate and the de 
creased mortality are marked. There 
could be no greater incubus than a 
widespread epidemic of fever and 
malaria, such as existed in August 
last, when 33.72 out of every thou- 
Sand men were sick every day in the 
hospitals. Such condition of affairs 
is not only distressing, by presents 
one of the most serious drawbacks 
which can confyont the engineers in 
charge of the work. If healthful con- 
ditions are maintained the construc- 
tion work shoulai proceed uninterrupt- 
edly and with gratifying rapidity. 

Realizing that the fight against 
siegomyia fasciata is as imoprtant 
as that against the mountains of earth 
which must be removed, the most 
rigid sanitary precuutions are now be- 
ing carried out. During last March 
an average of only 19.40 out of every 
one thousand were sick. This was 
just about one-half as much sickness 
as prevailed during last August. Out 
of 4,600 American employees in the 
canal zone, only two deaths resulted 
from disease during March, and 
among the 1,200 American women and 
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their history. The indications are 
the April record will exceed 140,000, 
which is at the rate of 1,680,000 a 
It is said the new immigration 
law which goes into effect July 1 
has had much to do with the present 
rush, the immigrants seeking to get 
in before the added restrictions are 
put upon them. However that may 
ke, they are coming in growing num- 
bers, and the indications are they 
will continue to come in spite of the 
requirements of the new law. 

“Farm hands and day Jaborers have 
been attracted by the stories of high 
wages and general prosperity that 
have been sent to the other country 
Ly relatives and friends,” says a New 
York dispatch, speaking of the re- 
markable influx of new inhabitants. 

This is the very class that is need- 
ed in Georgia and the south, and here 
better conditions and prospects await 
them than in any other section of the 
country. 

What becomes of this vast addition 
to the population? Where do all 
these immigrants go? The vast ma- 
jority of them make their Way into 
the congested centers of the east and 
remain there. The rest of them are 
distributed over that section of the 
country to the north of the Ohio 
river and to the east of the Missis- 
sippi. A few scattering arrivals may 
make their way into the south and 
west, but the number is inconsidera- 
ble. 

Now, why cannot the national gov- 
ernment go a step further in its reg- 
ulation of foreign immigration, and 
by sgme intelligent and carefully con- 
sidéred method, arrange for a fairer, 
better and more generally satisfac- 
tery distribution of these immigrants? 
There i8 no doubt that a system of 
direction of immigrants can be de- 
vised which would be equitable and 
just, and which must necessarily work 
tor the betterment of the whole coun- 
try by relieving congestion in one 
place and filling in the gap in an- 
other. 

Some sections of the country have 
loudly proclaimed that they want no 
more f#mmigrants. Representatives 
of those very sections were success- 
ful in putting further restrictions 
upon the tide. Georgia, South Caro- 
lina, Alabama and many other states 
of the south and west do want these 
immigrants, particularly the farm 
hands and laborers. They are ready 
to offer them good homes, good wages 
and steady employment. 

It would prove a blessing to the 
iinmigrant to place him where he can 
get the best results from his labor; 
a blessing to the nation to put him 
where he will make the best and most 
substantial citizen. . 

It would seem, therefore, that a 
wise and proper direction of foreign 
immigration is a natural function of 
the federal government. Let them 
be sent to those sections where they 
are needed and wanted, and where, 
as a natural consequence, they must 
make better and more satisfactory 
citizens than is possible in the con- 
gested northern and eastern cen- 
ters. 

This is about the most important 
immigration problem that confronts 
the country today, and there should 
be\no difficulty in reaching a wise 
and \beneficial congressional solution 
of it.

Botanizing Cats. 


(From Youth’s Companion.) 

The fondness of cats for .catnip is 
well known, but it seems, from a re- 
cent experience in the Arnold Arbore- 
tum, in Boston, that cats have other 
favorite plants, and more than that, 
are pretty good botanical investigators 
for their own purposes. A few plants 
of a new vine from China were set out 
in the greenhouse. Presently it was 
found that some animal was eating 
their tender shoots. The depredator 
turned out to be the hothouse cat. 
This was, perhaps, regarded as only 
a temporary aberration of that partic- 
ular cat’s appetite, for in the spring 
100 small vines of the same plant were 
set out in a cold frame. But the cats 
of the neighborhood flocked there and 
destroyed the entire bed, eating the 
plants clean to the ground. It has be- 
come necessary to protect these vines 
by wire netting against the inroads of 
cats. An interesting question is, How 
did these American cats find out that 
this Chinese plant was good to eat? 
And how was the news of the presence 
of this new delicacy so rapidly spread 
through pussydom? " 


Tribal Suicide. 

All students of Malay and Hindoo his- 
gory know that one of the most horrid 
customs in those countries is the “poo- 
pootan,’’ what I should like to call the 
tribal suicide, says C. Thieme, corre- 
spondent of De Niewe Courant. The 
Hague. A Bali prince, with the instincts 
of his warrior race, declines to sur- 
render, but prefers death, and he and 
all his people seek death. The prince of 
Badoeng did this. He turned a deaf ear 
to all suggestions of a settlement, but 
he and aN connected with him, men, 
women and children, committed suicide. 
Nearly the same thing happened in 1895 
in Lombok, a neighboring island. The 
old king had surrendered, but on of his 
sons, a cripple, walked out with all his 
relations dressed in gorgeous garments, 
bedecked with all their jewelry, and 
with their swords and lances attacked 
the Dutch army, only to find the death 
they courted. Those who were not killed 
in the fight were afterwards found to 
have also killed themselves. 


A Big Force. 

A modern ocean greyhound has in its 
crew men enough to make quite a vil- 
lage ashore, and the genera] public, and 
even passengers on the ships, have no 
idea of the numBer of men necessary to 
man and handle one of the big ocean- 
going passenger steamers. The master 
of the new steamship Kronprinzessin Ce- 
celia has command of a force of 697 per-

“Cholera Infantum—the most dreaded 
of all infantile diseases, is closely 
and intimately associated with impure 
milk, more so than the other intesti- 
nal diseases of childhood. Indeed, 
impure milk is the one recognized 
cause of cholera infantum, which is 
produced by poisons preexisting in 
the milk or developing after being 
iaken into the stomach. The death 
rate in cholera infantum is 70 per 
cent, and if this were the only dis- 
ease produced by impure milk, the 
carring Out of the laws enacted would 
be fully justified.

“Tuberculosis.—in a series of exhaustive 
researches conducted in England and by 
the United States government, it develops 
fhat infection with tuberculosis occurs 
much oftener by the digestive tract than 
through the respiratory passages, and 
cows’ milk the most common source of 
such infection. 

“The leading gray a4 Surgeons state 
that tuberculosis in cattle is steadily in- 
crasing in the United States. 

“A test made some time since upon a 
noted herd of cows near this city devel- 
oped the fact that of ten animals se- 
lected as in excellent condition and test- 
ed, one-half the number were found tu- 
berculous. Since then the diseased cat- 
tle in thig herd have been removed. 

“Yet it has also heen demonstrated 
that there is less of thig disease in the 
south than in the north and east, be- 
cause of the open air life the cattle are 
afforded throughout the entire year. 

“A few years ago, from the world at 
large were collected statistics regarding 
contagioug diseases, and nearly 360 sep- 
arate epidemics ascertained to have been 
spread through the agency of milk. It 
readily, easily, greedily becomes infected. 
Of these outbreaks mentioned: 

“One hundred and ninety-five epidemics

“And the remainder were diphtheria.

cy of spread. Witness the experience in 
this city last year from the milk supply. 

“Rigid search into the methods of dis- 
seminating the diseases enumerated in 
the outbreaks just mentioned develop one 
or other of these causes: 

‘“l. The disease existed at the dairy. 
“2 Milk diluted with infected well wa- 
ter. 

“3. Cows wading in filthy water. 

“4. Employees pursing contagious dis- 
ease at home and continuing work at the 
dairy. 

“5S. Employees themselves with disease 
in mild form and continuing at work. 

“6 Milk utensils washed with infected 
cloths. 

“7. Milk kept in closets in sick rooms. 

“8 Employees of dairy visiting at in- 
fected homes. 

“9. Refilled cans of bottles from houses 
of patients. 

“These conditions, I am glad to say, 
are now all controlled by the new milk 
ordinance. 

Remote Results of Impure Milk. 
“Scurvy and  Rickets.—If milk be 
impure that instead of feed- 
ing the infant what its proper de 
velopment of bone, muscle, blood and 
nerve structure demands—fresh foods—it 
is necessary to sterilize that milk, be- 
cause of its taint, then be it known 
that of the causes of scurvy sterilized 
milk ranks second in prominence, 

‘In a series of investigations into over 
400 cases of scurvy conducted by the 
American Pediatric Society, 107 of these 
cases, exactly 25 per cent, were found 
due. to sterilized milk. 

“Rickets, while produced from dietetic 
errors, chiefly excess of carbohydrates 
and great deficiency in fat and proteids, 
was nevertheless associated in the scurvy 
investigation to the extent of 45 per 
cent of all cases. 

“Are not these statistics and figures 
alarming? And is it not time that these 
matters. were taken rigidly in hand, when 
we considef for a moment what we 
subject these little ones to by our apathy, 
lethargy, even neglect? 

“The chief trouble lies In the fact that 
the questions of surrounding the care of 
the cows, the milking, and the subse- 
quent care of the milk, with the proper 
safaguards, have been considered beneath 
the dignity of the physicians’ learning. 
and have been relegateq to the dairy- 
man, who has either wilfully neglected, 
or has been woefully ignorant of the 
causes and remedies. It devolves wpon 
the doctor to teach. 

Necessary Conditions. 

“The conclusions name several condl- 
tions as necessary in cow's milk in order 
to render it fit for food: 

“1. Fresh—not over |2 hours old before 
entirely consumed. 

“2. Clean—no dirt. 
100,000. 

‘3. No disease-producing germs. 

“4. Must be from healthy cows—no 
tuberculosis or other contagious disease 
to which cows are peculiarly susceptible. 

“5 The food shoulq be clean and 
fresh: no waste products. 

“6. Neither skimmed nor diluted, 

“7? Must contain no preservatives—as 
boric acid, salicylic acid or formalde- 
hyde. 

“8. It should the at once placed and 
kept by the consumer fin glass or porce- 
lain vessels, tightly covered and in a 
refrigerator or other cold place, at a tem- 
perature of 50 degrees—better, 40 de- 
grees. 

“These conditions are fulfilleqg in the 
observance of the set of rules governing 
the production and handling of milk and 
dairy products, set forth In the recent 
ordinance as adopted by the hoard of 
health, with which we heartily commend 
the public to familiarize themselves. 

‘These rules do not require any exten- 
sive outlay of money, nor an expense 
disproportionate to the financia} returns. 
Cleanliness costs little, and costly ap- 
pAratus not asked for. Shall we have 
reform? Shall ft be life or death for 
the children? 

‘During the discussion of this paper, 
statements were made by representatives 
of the board of health present, that a 
copy of this ordinance had been submit- 
ted to Dr. Wiley. chief of the depart- 
ment of chemistry ‘at Washington, and 
well-known pure food expert, who has 
most heartily indorsed the ordinance, and 
that arrangements have been made with 
the authorities to send an expert to At- 
lanta at an early date to confer with 
the board of health, and assist the In- 
spectors in properly grading the dalries, 
so as to intelligently enforce the ordi- 
nance; further that inspectors are now 
rigidly inspecting not alone dairies, but 
all hotels, restaurants, ice cream and 
candy factories and other places In which 
milk and dairy products are used.

ASSOCIATED CHARITIES 
ISSUES APRIL BULLETIN 


URSUANT to a previous conclus- 
Pp ion that the Associated Chart- 

ties would, in the future, issue 
its own report or bulletin to the mem- 
bers periodicaily, the April number of 
the “AssociateG Charities Reporter,” 
has been distributed to over 900 mem- 
bers. The Reporter is edited by R. J. 
Gunn, member of the executive *com- 
mittee, and Joseph C. Logan, general 
secretary. The officers report that 
there will be no deficit in 1907, as was 
the case in 1905 and 1906. 

The éeficit of 1906, amounting to 
about $1,300, will be wiped out by a 
(fund raised by the finance committee 
especially for that purpose. This fund 
was made up of subscriptions from 
80 gentlemen, representiag the most 
conservative men of the city. 

The society has in hand now the 
condition of Frederick Ver Wanbrey, 
a Frenchman, wearing green goggles, 
with afflicted eyes, who is asking alms 
on the street, and Secretary’ Logan is 
endeavoring to get the man in the 
hospital for treatment, 

The man wants to go to the James- 
town exposition. Bome disposition may 
be made today. 

It will be remembered that the asso- 
ciation last year maintained with vol- 
untary subscriptions a playground in 
Fair street schoolyard for the months 
of July and August, at which there 
Was an average attendance of 60 chil- 
dren a day, directed and supervised by 
a kindergarten teacher. This was done 
at an expense of less than three cents} 
per day per child, less than the cost 
of a street car ride. The board at the 
March meeting appointed a committee, 
composed of V. H. Kriegshaber, chair- 
man; G. H. Brandon and J. C. Logan, 


to ask council for an appropriation of 
$500 to maintain two such playgrounds 
in schoolyards this summer.

much to do are as follows:

Probation and scientific treatment of 
drunkaras. 

Of the good work of the association, 
Editor Guinn cites the case of No. 
1240: 

‘The city probation officer sent us a 
woman whose husband was in the 
Stockade for drunkenness, and who 
had been left at home to care for five 
girl children, the oldest 13 years old. 
They were destitute and the renting 
agent had served dispossessory notice. 
The woman said she had determined 
never to try to live with her husband 
again, but after hearing her story, of 
the ablebodied, competent, good-heart- 
ed man, whose only trouble was liquor, 
we recommended that Judge Broyles 
be appealed to for a pardon, provided 
the man would consent to take a 
treatment for his habit, and report 
regularly at our office. We got the 
city warden to give some provisions, 
and held off the renting agent, got 
the man out of the stockade and took 
him immediately to a physician and 
then home to his family. That was on 
the 23d of January. On the 23d of 
February he ana his wife were in our 
roffice, and after paying us back all 
we had @pent for rent, the woman 
had $40 in her purse, which she now 
has in the bank, against his return to 


the stockade, which we have every 
reason to believe will not be soon.” 


THEOLOGICAL 
HAS CLOSI 


SEMINARY 
NG EXERCISES 


HE Atlanta Theological seminary 
held the first of its closing ex- 
ercises on yesterday. The _ fea- 

ture of the day was the baccalaureate 
address of the president, Rev. E. Ly- 
man Hood, D.D. 

He said in part: 

“*A\ perfect man, the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ.’ 

‘The text is taken from the remark- 
able letter that Paul wrote from his 
prison to the Christians in Ephesus. In 
the past,. many imperial degrees had 
gone forth from the City on the Seven 
Hillis by the Tiber to the Oriental cen- 
ter of trade and culture and power. 
Ephesus, in the estimation of Paul, 
like Tarsus, was ‘no mean city.’ It 
was colonized by people from Athens; 
and the Greek spirit had always pre- 
vailed there. Isms and ologies found 
‘g@ fertile soil. The great temple of 
Diana stood within the walls and ex- 
erted a far-reaching influence over 
its life and destiny. To such a people, 
the valiant preacher to the Gentiles, 
sends from Rome, a generation after 
the crucifixion and resurrection of the 
Christ, this stirring message of prac- 
tical worth and spiritual incitement. 

“The text suggests a form of state- 
ment of the subject of this sermon 
that has in it three words which stand 
forth preeminently from all the oth- 
ers in the verse; namely, idealism, 
moral and Christ. The first two very 
happily voice the predominant charac- 
teristics of the two people and civili- 
zations of which our learned authdr of 
the epistle was the honored product. 
Idealism, at its best, and in its last 
analysis, may be said to have been 
the religion of the Greeks. It was 
the embodiment of their love for beau- 
ty, truth and freedom. Thefr many 
gods were not ogQnly personified but 
humanized. The complete harmony 
or the body and soul was the thought 
underlying the teachings of Plato, the 
father of idealistic philosophy. But 
the Greek lacked that profound con- 
sciousness of the just and infinite God, 
which was so characteristic of the 
Jew. Hence the Hebrew element ih 
Paul’s education and life made up for 
the fundamental defect of the Grecian 
religion, the unity, holiness and spir- 
ituality of the divine nature. And by 
Gamaliel and. others he had been 
taught that the relation existing be- 
tween a believer and God was a per- 
sonal one.

the first principle of the faith of the 
Israelites. Paul was familiar with the 
moral idealism of his day. He knew 
that the Greeks studied life as an art. 
Beauty was their chief excellence. The 
perfection was 
Achilles and Odysseus 
heroes. The Romans had 
upon mankind a different 
type; but it was no higher. A patient 
examination of the ethical history of 
Rome is disappointing. They magni- 
fied the legal aspect and neglected the 
spiritual element. The discerning 
writer of our text had lived under 
the spell of the Stoics, the Epicureans, 
the Platonists, the Mystics—and had 
experienced the inadequacy and impo- 
tency of them all. 

“In vudaism he had found his earli- 
est hope. Israel had not been permit- 
ted to glory in human achievements. 
As a nation, it was insignificant in 
numbers and power, inconspicuous in 
worldly conquests. But their ancient 
prophets bulked large in the perspec- 
tive of the passing centuries. To them 
and through them to their people had 
been revealed the incomprehensible 
ideal of Jehovah. Accompanied by the 
thunders of Sinai, the moral law had 
been made known to this peculiar 
race. 

“The moral idealism of Christ gives 
beauty supernal to his character. It 
is the beauty of holiness. And we must 
not forget the precious promise that 
‘the beauty of the Lord shall be upon 
them.’ But the perfection of the Christ 
also gives power. Weakness is in- 
herent in that which is wrong. The 
imperfect is not ever strong. It would 
have been impossible to build up a 
conquering religion upon an impotent 
founder. Real goodness is omnipi- 
tent. The soul can never recognize 
in the ideal anything that’ partakes of 
imperfection, weakness or decay. We 
may confess Christ the magnetic center 
of Christianity; but He is greate# and 
more mighty than any creed. He is the 
Alpha and the Omegn, the beginning, 
the continuance, and the end. We 
cherish His remembered utterances, His 
teachings we repeat to our children: 
and we exalt His matchless life. 

“With the portrait before us, we are 
permitted to ask, how shall we make 
the vision of practical use in. our 
daily lives? In this world, we have 
much tribulation and the flesh is weak. 
But we can all aspire to be like Jesus 
and do His will among men. We must 
be consistent; be sure-that we are 
right, then we need not fear to go

John M, Staton Delivers °Ad- 
- Gress of the Occasien, 


JOHN GOODWIN HERE TODAY 


Parade of the Odd Fellows Yester- 
day Was One of the Features 
of the Eigthty-Eighth Anni. 
versary—3,000 Odd Fel. 
lows in Atlanta. 


The Atianta Odd Fellows celebrated 
their eighty-eighth anniversary with 
appropriate exercises at the Wesley 
Memorial Tabernacle at 3 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. The members form- 
ed at the corner of Broad and Mariet- 
ta streets at 2:30 o’clock and marched 
1,000 in line to the tabernacle, headed 
by Wedemeyer’s band, the route being 
to’ Whitehall, to Mitchell, and then 
back over the same route to Auburn 
avenue and thence to the tabernacle. 

Hon. John M. Slaton delivered the 
annual address, which was replete 
with the interesting history of many 
charitable deeds of the order since it 
was first organized in Baltimore on 
April 26, I8!9. 

On that day five men banded them- 
sélves together for the mutual protec- 
tion of their families in sickness and 
death, the order being modeled after 
the original union in Manchester, Eng- 
land, the mover being a young Eng- 
lishman who had come over to Amer- 
ica. 

Two years later they applied to the 
order in the mother country for a 
charter, and this was granted in 1821. 
In 1825 tthe grand lodge of Maryland 
was organized. | In i850 the Rebekah 
branch was organized, in order that the 
female relatives of the members might 
participate in its benefits. The Re- 
bekah branch now numbers over §00,- 
000. 

In 1906 there were nearly 2,000,000 
Odd Fellows in the United States. Up 
to that time they have dispensed the 
enormous sum of $185,000,000 in char- 
ities, there being dispensed last year 
alone $4,700,000. 

Three Grand Sires. 


Since its organization Georgia has 
furnished three grand sires of the 
world, two of whom were from At- 
lanta. The first Georgian to occupy 
this exalted position was Grand Sire 
Griffith, of Savannah, who served in 
1850. 

Twenty-five vears later the late Lu- 
tier J. Glenn was exalted to this po- 
sition of sovereign grand sire of the 
world, and twenty-five years later 
John B. Goodwin, another’ Atlantan, 
Was calied to the position. Colonel 
Goodwin is now the grand secretary of 
the sovereign grand lodge. 

There are Odd Fellows’ lodges from 
Alaska to the tropics, encircling the 
globe, including Africa, Cuba, the 
Philippines and all the countries 
throughout Europe. 

The membership in Georgia numbers 
Over 28,000, and in Atlanta 3,000. There 
are two lodges in this city that num- 
ber over 700 each, these being the 
Capital and Fulton lodges.

Will Be Warm Question in 
Macon Politics, 


SEEK TO BRING IN SUBURBS 


Annexation Will Be Issue in Coming 
Municipal Campaign in Macon. 
Municipal Ownership Will 
Also Be am Issue Be. 
fore the People, 


Macon, Ga., April 28.—(Special.)—One 
of the issues which will be involved in 
the coming municipal campaign in Ma- 
con, that of annexaton, is taking shape 
just now in such manner as to become 
one of the warmest questions’ever con- 
fronting persons seeking public office 
in the Central City. The man who will 
be able to do more in the way of bring- 
ing the city suburbs within the city 
limits will be the man of the hour ig 
the coming race for mayor. Whether 
Mayor Bridges Smith intends to ask 
for reelection is not now a matter of 
sO much concern as the question of an- 
nexation. His fight for this has al- 
ways been a steady one, and he has 
renewed it with a determination to in- 
terest the people who are asking for 
suburban police protection. 

Unquestionably there is to be warm 
interest both inside and outside the 
city limits on the matter of annexation. 
Twenty thousand souls dwell close on 
the border lines, and have but to say 
the word before Macon- would show 
an accurate population of over 60,000, 
It is pretty generally believed that 
annexation is sure to come, and the 
Central City, in that event, will be 
strengthened financially so as to make 
it easily one of the first in the state 
as regards tax rates and municipal 
expenses. 

Along with this issue will come that 
ot municipal ownership in the coming 
election. Mayor Smith has already com- 
mitted on the question of owning the 
water system and the electric lighting 
plant. His work for this has been 
steady during the past four years, and 
public opinion is sure to demand some 
marked changes. With the coming fall 
election the people of Macon are to 
commit themselves upon this issue, for 
the candidates will be required to make 
clear statements regarding the 
chang®. 

The people of Macon are approach- 
ing an election for municipal officers 
which will mean great interest in the 
greater questons of public welfare, and 
the choice of a man for mayor will 
largely depend upon his ability to safe- 
ls launch annexation movements and 
the ownership of the water and elec- 
tric light plants.

LABOR AT PEACE 
‘WITH COPIA 


Practically No Clouds Reported 
in the Industrial Sky, 


FEW STRIKES THREATENED 


Amd These Are Small Affairs—May 
Day Will Find Conditions in the 
Labor World in the United 
States Better Than for 
Many Years. 


ones 


New York, April 28.—The opening of 
the outdoor cdnstruction season finds New 
York, both city and state, without appre- 
hension of serious labor troubles. In the 
building trades especially, prosperous and 
reassuring conditions prevail. There is 
a large and well met demand for both 
skilled and unskilled labor, due to the 
extensive private construction projects 
now under way ang the tunnels, railway 
terminals and other undertakings of a 
public or quasi-public feature. This con- 
tentment is generally reflected in the 
manufacturing and industrial centers and 
beyond a few localized and sporadic 
strikes the labor situation is regarded 
as brighter than for many years. 
Industrial Peace in New England. 

Boston, April 28.—According to the 
union officers and business agents of the 
workingmen’s organizations, the indus- 
trial situation in New England on May 
| will be marked by fewer contentions 
between capital ang labor than for many 
years. In the building trades several 
small strikes are threatened in a number 
of cities, but in Boston there promises 
to be little suspension of work in any 
branch of industry.

1 am sure that 
there are thousands of people of small 
means who will give us contributions 
right along. We want to lay it on 
the hearts of the working people. 

“Of course there will be a great deal 
to be raised outside of this remainder 
of the $150,000 but this guarantees 
our proposition, and J] want you to 
thank God and take courage and con- 
tinue to pray and ask our friends 
as we see them, one after another, to 
fall in now and help us to complete 
this amount, whieh I am sure can be 
done in a short while. And in so do- 
ing we do not wish to take one dollar 
from any other of the noble enter- 
prises that are before the public. 

“In the meanwhile the work of com- 
pleting our specifications and plans 
will proceed as far. as the architect 
can arrange them, and in the near fu- 
ture they will be ready to handle. 
Our whole subscription business is 
now in the hands of Mr. O. P. Richard- 
son, who has been elected by the com- 
mittee to have charge of subscriptions 
and to be the general secretary for 
our building. His office is perma- 
nently established in the present 
Tabernacle building, and he is now ar- 
ranging all the details, and I feel sure 
that the work will be carried straight 
ahead. 

“Mr. Richardson comes to us with 
the~ highest recommendations. He 
graduated at Wake Forest college last 
year with great distinction, and was 
so much appreciated there as to be of- 
fered the place of assistant to the 
chair of English: but he desired work 
of thi8 character.

FARMERS SHOULD READ MORE 

The habit of reading; of learning things 
from books and journals, is one that 
Ought to be acquired and confirmed by 
every farmer, as well as by every other 
citizen. Indeed the principal object of 
so-called education should be, and iis 
chief result is, the acquirement of the 
habit of reading and the capacity to 
urderstand what is read. 

A boy who goes through school anil 
college and does not get his intellectual 
sharpened and perfectly adjusted 
so that -he can dig Knowledge out of 
books is poorly educated—at the best. 
fither his instructors have not done their 
duty or the boy has no material aptitude 
for study and thinking. 

But a boy need not go through college, 


Yor even a high gchool, in order to to get 


well on the road to an education, or the 
groper training and development of his 
mental powers. Many of our most suc- 
cessful men are, so-called, ‘self-edu- 
cated’’—which means that they have 
made the most of very limited school op- 
portunities (and eometimes not at all)— 
and have applied their information to th’ 
best advantage, seeking information from 
every available source, including books 
and journals, until they have become mea 
of Intellectual force, varied knowledge 
and self-trained powers of observation 
and reasoning. 

But I am now thinking particularly of 
young farmers and farmers’ boys who 
have not had, and probably never wt!l 
rave, a chance to jearn at any institution 
of higher grade than the common country 
echoo!l. A boy who gets a good drilling ir 
the ‘‘three R’s’’ may have a “hard road’ 
before him, but it is not blocked by any 
insurmountable obstacle, if that boy is 
rsade of the “right kind of stuff,” and 
determines to gyeceed. The celebrated 
David Dickson enjoveg but little In the 
wav of schooling: vet by close observa- 
tion and much reading he developed his 
native gifts and became one of the most 
intelligent, progressive and_ successful 
farmers in the whole country. At least 
two of our presidents-— 
and Andrew Johnson—were poor boys, 
who had little or no schooling—the one 
a rafl-splitter and canal boatman, the 
ether a tailor. There are hundreds of 
similar illustrations of the point that 
might be cited 

Time was—and not a generation ago— 
mhen little was to be learneg from books 
in regard to farming. The practcial de- 
tails of farming—it js true—were fréely 
discussed -in the agriculturat journals a. 
thirtv to forty vears, and more, ago. But 
the aciences underlying farming were 
hardlv then born, or certainly were not 
hevond the stage of infancy. Wow, 31- 
thouch much, reryv much, is yet to he 
learned. there are hundreds of books on 
agricultural subjects. They are 
with the information that every farmer 
ehoula have. Thev are sold at prices 
within the reach of any farmer who !s 
ahle to buy anvtihne—say for 50 cents to 
$1.50. and a few of them higher. For an 
outlay of $10, or even, less, a young 
farmer may secure a prefty good srle>- 
tion of purely agricultural books, which 
will serve as a nucleus for a growing 
library. T have several times published 
qa select ist of such books, giving pub- 
Isher’s name gnd price of each; and 
have no doubt many have avalled them- 
selves of the information. Whe na man 
cets one book of the right sort, he almost 
trmediately wants another, and then an- 


other, until within a short time he will ; ved 
eecure a respectable library.

I propose to make somewhat of 
a study of these three most péstiferous 
weeds. At present (tlHig season) my ef- 
forts have been limited to di$ging up 
by the roots every sprig of either of 
these weeds and either carrying the 
roots and bubblets out into the middie 
of the street or consigning them to the 
fire at once. The remedy recommended 
in the books is constant cultivation in 
| hoed crops (cotton, tobacco, etc.), alter- 
nating witn leguminous craps.

You do not say what you & with the 
onions when you pull them up, Dut it is 
fair to assume that you destroy them, 
either by fire or by théroughly mashing 
the life out of them, or throwing them 
into the public highway. Merely pulling 
up the bunches of onion ang leaving them 
lying on the surface would by no means 
be effective. Moreover, the onions pro- 
more or less seej which must be 
prevented, and would be prevented, by 
careful management in cultivgting the 
land in some crops—like cotton, or to- 
bacco—that requires summer hoeing. 

I will be glad to publish the results of 
any persistent efforts at destroying or 
keeping in check the three weeds named 
and particularly wild onion and nmutgrass.

THE COST OF COTTON PRODUCTION, | 
Birmingham, Ala.—Can you

send me copies of any bulléeting of the 
Georgia experiment station or any other 
state bulletins or any literature giving in 
detail the cost of the production of cot- 
ton? I woulq be much obliged if you 
can give me any information of this kind. 

Answer—Replying to yours of the 5th 
instant, addressed to me at Experiment, 
Ga., | beg to say that I am no longer 
director of the experiment station and 
my address is Griffin, Ga. 

I have requested the clerk at the sta- 
tion to mail you a copy of bulletin No. 
27 and also of press bulletin No 16, 
in which the cost of cotton production is 
discussed in an incidental way, showing 
‘that in 1894, under certain conditions, 
‘which ‘were specified, cotton might be 
| produced at that time at a cost not ex~- 
ceeding 3 cents per pound, befied and 
ready for market. inose conditions were 
not likely to be attained at that date 
and still less likely now. Considering the 
great advance in the wages of fieid la- 
borers and of everything that enters 
into the cost of producing cotton, it would 
not be safe to estimate that cotton might 
now be produced, under the most favor- 
able conditions, at a less cost than 6 
cents per pound. When I say this I do 
not mean to intimate that any consider- 
able portion of the crop is now produced 
at such cost. And I further insist that 
the cost varies from 6 cents to as 
high as 10 cents and even highé@r, de- 
'pending on the condition of the jand, 
skill in cultivation, weather conditions, 
etc. ™ 

I may adq that I am 
that the margin between actual cost of 
production and tne market price should 
‘he at least 50 per cent of the cost of 
‘production in order to guarantee a safe 
‘business—one year with another—in the
